**War Profits’? Going Into Rural Improvements the 


Country Over 

i the future fulfills the promises of the present, 

some rural districts of this country will be trans- 
formed in appearance within the next year or two. 
That transformation will come about thru the building 
of bigger and better farm homes, bigger and better 
barns, and a tremendous increase in the numbers of 
bins, cribs, implement sheds, garages, hog houses, 
poultry houses and all the various other forms of out- 
buildings necessary to the business of modern farm- 
ing. 

The farmer, on the top wave of prosperity, is going 
to put his “war profits” into improvements on “the 
place,” and those improvements will include whatever 
comforts and conveniences he may have lacked in 
leaner years. 

Those who make a business of watching the trend 
of industrial activity say that while unprecedented 
prosperity is the principal reason for the widespread 
activity in rural building, that is not the only reason. 
They say the American farmer—and his wife and 
children as well—is just awakening to the realization 
that he need not deny himself the comforts and luxu- 
ries of city homes just because he lives on the farm, 
and now that he has the money coming in, he is going 
to enjoy those advantages. 
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Furthermore, the farmer is finding out that his buy- 
ing power, or the buying power of the commodities 
he produces on the farm, is, in the purchase of many 
desirable things, just about twice what it was a few 
years ago. He finds that especially true when he goes 
to buy building materials, and that is why he is pre- 
paring all over the country to equip his farm with 
modern structures, including the farmhouse. 

A load of corn or wheat, or a bale of cotton, or a 
fat steer or hog, will buy twice as much building ma- 
terial as it would even four years ago, which naturally 
suggests that this is a fine time to trade farm products 
for building material. Since the European war began 
the price of lumber has advanced only about 28 per 
cent, the statisticians say, while the prices of 96 other 
important commodities, including farm products, have 
made an average advance of 127 per cent. Why 
lumber prices: have not soared along with the prices. 
of most everything else is something of a mystery, 
but the fact remains they have not. And that is why 
the farmer is getting out his hammer and saw pre- 
paratory to “fixing up,” before building material prices 
take to scooting upward.

based on these twenty farm building designs, but 
presenting information that holds good for any 
similar building, are presented on pages 67 to 83, 
immediately following this colored section. 

Quite a variety of barn designs are included in 
this collection. There should be something here to 
meet almost every requirement. 

There are two Gothic roofed barns, one of them 
a basement barn; the other with boarding extending 
down to within 18 inches of grade. One is a dairy 
barn exclusively ; the other arranged to stable both 
horses and cows. These Gothic roof barns are prac- 
tical—strong, easy to build once you understand 
how, and certainly fine to look upon. In the North- 
west, where this style started, one barn has led to 
another in a surprising way till the country is dotted 
over with them. 

There are three gambrel roofed barns, two of 
them with concrete basements; the other with half 
basement, that is, concrete extending up four feet 
above grade. Two of these are dairy barns, one 
arranged for cows to face in, the other to face out. 
The third is a combination horse and cow barn. 

One of the designs (Plate 2), is that popular type, 
a high gambrel roof storage barn in the middle and a 
one-story gable roof cow stable wing extending out 
on either side. This is a very well balanced design, 
an economical arrangement, and a good looker.

Something of a novelty has been worked out in the 
Colonial style dairy barn (Plate 4). This is a low 
pitch gambrel, the first slope starting at the hay mow 
floor line. Seven foot studs are used in this barn. 
It is a very pretty design, harmonizing perfectly with 
a Dutch Colonial farmhouse. Some farmers care a 
good deal for looks and want all of their buildings 
handled in the same style of architecture. The hay 
storage space is cut down in this barn, but the two 
big silos will store the major part of the ration. 

The stock barn (Plate 7), has the familiar half 
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This has long been a popular style 
for heavy timber barns. In so many localities the 
heavy timbers are no longer to be had, and the plank 
frame, self-supporting roof has come in. This con- 
struction has favored the gambrel roof, because it 
works out better for building the trussed rafters for 
the self-supporting roof. For this gable roofed stock 
barn we show a plank frame method and it seems to 
work out in a very practical way. (See detail page 74). 

In the Farmstead Group (Plate 8), there is a very 
practical type of hay storage and horse barn that is a 


pitch gable roof. 
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Section thru Gothic roofed general barn, Plate 1. This makes a very strong roof and is easily constructed. Each side of the roof 
is laid out on a 27-foot radius. The rafters are built up of four pieces of 1 by 2-inch lumber, bent to the radius, with joints broken, 
spaced 2 feet apart between the heavier rafters or trusses, which are built up of four pieces of 1 by 12-inch lumber spaced every 6 feet. 
The outside of trusses are sawed to the circle by trimming off the projecting corners. A 2 by 8-inch collar beam is on each side of each 
truss makes the connection at the ridge. A 2 by 8-inch tie anchors the end of each truss down to the floor joists. The customary 
end bracing to prevent the ends from bulging out is, of course, used. Notice girder detail which gives a flat ceiling with girders and 
joists all in the same plane. This is desirable where cows face out and fresh air flues across the ceiling are not required. 
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of mow means, of course, tight packing for the hay 
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and great capacity. The horses are stabled in one- 
story shed additions along each side. 

Three community hog house designs are presented. 
One (Plate 11), is the modified sawtooth roof type 
arranged for roof windows. The windows in the 
lower slope light and warm the front range of pens, 
and the windows in the upper slope let in the direct 
sunshine to the pens at the rear. This is a very efficient 
type of hog house, and the worth of these roof windows 
for hog houses is well proven by the great number 
of farmers who are using them, and also the number 
of reputable manufacturing concerns that are offering 
this style of window.

Two implement sheds are 
illustrated in these pictures 
(Plates 12 and 14).

half basement barn. 
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This small, tightly-constructed room is inside the dairy stable 
of the Bass Farm, near Fort Wayne, Indiana. In it the milk is 
weighed, recorded and emptied into cans, 


will be soon paid back with egg money. There is 
chance for a lot of business building poultry houses 
if lumber dealers and carpenters will make a campaign 
along this line. 

In Plate 12 is illustrated a combination ice house 
and milk house. There is no trouble to get ice this 
winter, and if it can be stored away it will be worth 
a good deal of money to the farmer next summer. 
This building makes a very practical combination and 
can well be constructed of hollow tile, as illustrated. 
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Last, but by no means least, three very practical, 
well designed farmhouses are illustrated. In Plate 8, 
the Farmstead Group, there is a square type farmhouse 
of ten rooms. See page 75 for floor plans. Plate 15 
illustrates a modern five-room bungalow, and Plate 16 
shows one of the best designs for a Dutch Colonial 
country home that we have ever seen.

The drawings show a number of types of roofs to 
cover poultry houses, also the shapes of the buildings 
and suggestions of the manner of construction. 

Most of these elevations are simple and reasonable 
in cost. The construction always is light and intended 
to be draught proof, but always with some provision 
for ventilation. 

The simple shed roof shown in Fig. 1 is probably 
the cheapest practical house that can be built. But it 
is very much improved in appearance by changing the 
shape of the roof as shown in Fig. 2. Altering the 
roof, however, usually changes the shape of the floor 
plans. The house with lower front roof projection 
is made narrow so that the sun can shine clear into the 
back corners.

The whole outfit necessary to supply running water 
may be enumerated as follows: 

One overhead tank (or low-down pressure tank) from 
2,000 to 5,000 gallons. 

One force pump and jack to put water into the tank. 

One two-horse gasoline or kerosene engine to drive it. 

One water front for the kitchen range. 

One round 130-gallon water tank heater. 

One enameled kitchen sink, with hot and cold water connec- 
tions, including a properly trapped waste pipe. 


In connection with these necessary furnishings will 
be the iron pipe and fittings necessary to carry the

The waste pipe from the sink should connect with a 
regular vitrified sewer pipe carried to a safe distance. 
The sewer is trapped and ventilated outside of the 
building and the sink waste pipe is trapped and venti- 
lated inside of the building. The waste pipe trap is 
close up under the sink to prevent any possibility of 
foul air being forced thru the waste pipe back into the 
kitchen. The ventilator pipe sticks out thru the roof.

He had neglected to 
provide an outlet for the cold air and, in consequence, 
his invention was a failure. 

Recognition of this fact made possible the furnace 
which came after. A “cold air register,” placed in a 
central position in the building, “sucked” out the cold 
air as the heated air was dis- 
| ;| charged into the rooms. But

manufacturers who produced 
these furnaces overlooked some-

The furnace is placed under the middle of the house, and one large register directly over the 


firebox gives out a large volume of warmed air which penetrates to every corner and floods the entire house with warmth. All of the 
heat is delivered up into the living rooms; none is wasted in the basement or cellar—in fact, the farmer’s cold storage cellar. space is 


not spoiled in the least by putting in a pipeless furnace. 
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thing. hey got the results, but disre- 
garded what present-day standards 
demanded—efficiency. 

In the basement a maze of pipes was 
strung, each pipe leading to a room 
above. These pipes, as the heated air 
passed thru them, threw off much of the 
heat. In fact, the basement, where no 
one habitually sits or stays any longer 
than is necessary, got the first crack at 
the heat. Coatings of various kinds 
and of more or less value were applied 
to the pipes to keep the heat in. Still 
much of the heat was wasted on the 
deserted basement. 

Then, only a few years ago, four or 
five at the most, along came a man with 
an “original idea.” It was _ original, 
too, in part. 

“Why not,” he probably said to him- 
self, running his hand thru his hair, or 
holding his chin between thumb and 
forefinger, or doing some one of the 
many things men do in stories when they are in deep 
thought—“why not save that wasted heat?” 

So he set about to save it and he did. He invented 
the pipeless furnace. 

For the benefit of those who do not know what a 
pipeless furnace is, it is suggested that the first para- 
graph, or rather the first two paragraphs of this 
article, be read again. The pipeless furnace was in- 
vented in civil war times. But the modern inventor

The Skilled and Unskilled Workman 

In order to arrive at some working basis to govern 
the laying out of new work, it will be well at this 
point to consider the essential needs of a workman’s 
family in the light of present-day needs. 

It must first be recognized that we have two classes 
of workmen to be considered: (1) The unskilled 
workmen, mostly foreigners or negroes, uneducated,

two classes is that at the present time nearly all the 
houses built are American houses for skilled workmen, 
and the need for better houses for unskilled labor has 
remained unsatisfied, resulting in overcrowding getting 
worse and worse.

The essentials of a modern city house may be sum- 
marized as follows: 
Watertight roof, walls and floors. 
Bedroom for parents. 
Bedroom for male children. 
Bedroom for female children. 
Living-room for cooking, eating and general day use. 
Private toilet-room with sanitary water closet and sewer 
connection. 
Suitable heating arrangements. 
Running water supply fit for drinking. 
Uninterrupted daylight and ventilation thru windows in 
every room. 
Sink in kitchen, with running water and waste. 
Further additions required by the American family 
and considered necessary by them: 
Cellars. 
Closets. 
Bathtub with running water. 
Window screens. 
Separate parlor. 
Desirable improvements which usually are added: 
Porches and piazzas. 
Lavatory bowl. 
Hot water supply to bath and bowl. 
Window shades. 
Window blinds. 
Dining-room separate from parlor or kitchen. 
Electric lighting or gas piping. 
Wall-paper. 
Laundry tubs. 
Need for Economy 
Any attempt such as the above to divide essentials 
from luxuries must come in for a good deal of criti- 


cism, as there is bound to be a difference of opinion 
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The classifications 
suggested will at least serve to indicate the lines upon 
which the planning of a house should be studied in 


the details of such a list.

view of the need for strict economy in designing and 
building necessary to bring buildings down to a cost 
that will be remunerative. 

It is generally agreed by economists that the work- 
ingman cannot afford to pay more than one-quarter of 
his monthly wage in rent. This means that the man 
earning an average of $12.50 a week cannot afford to 
pay more than $150 per annum. Assuming that a 
housing operation ought to pay at least 10 per cent 
gross per annum, this gives $1,500 for purchase of lot 
with sewer and street improvements and the building 
of a house. At the present time a four-room house 
of good construction cannot be built for this money 
and it is therefore necessary to plan with the very 
strictest economy. 

Many of the workmen whose homes we wish to build

The various types of houses now in use are as 
follows: 

(A) Single houses of five to seven rooms.

(E) Boarding-houses for single men. 

(F) Hotels. 


The single house is the ideal residence for the Ameri- 
can family, but is beyond the means of the low-paid 
unskilled workman. A single house with five or six 
rooms with 3,000 sq. ft. of land cannot be built for less 
than $3,000 except in the cheapest kind of frame con- 
struction, and even at this price it would call for a 


higher rental than he can afford to pay. For higher-

to make a home. Altho we do want to see them housed 
in a better manner than this, yet it is not necessary to 
give them a six-room house, large cellar, furnace heat 
with running hot water, laundry tubs, lavatory bowls, 
picture-mouldings and all the other comforts and 
luxuries that are required by higher-paid workmen. 
We do want to house the lowest-paid man in a sanitary 
and hygienic home, but it is not necessary that this 
home be furnished with all the conveniences and appur- 
tenances that are being considered necessary in the 
American home. We should give him a house that 
will not harbor vermin, that will not be damp or un-

One of the most successful houses for the unskilled 
worker is that known as the “Philadelphia” type of 
house, of which many thousands have been built in 
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Philadelphia, Washington and other large cities. The 
typical four-room Philadelphia house is two rooms 
deep and has a living-room and kitchen downstairs, 
two bedrooms and bath upstairs. It is built in long 
rows or terraces with party walls in between. These 
can be built on as narrow a frontage as 13 feet 6 inches 
(a 15-foot frontage is desirable), on a lot of 900 square 
feet. The cost of both land and building is much 
lower than the preceding type. Houses built when 
prices were normal have been rented for as low as 
$12 a month and have shown a fair profit. 

The building of houses in terraces is comparatively 
new in this country except in Philadelphia, altho it is 
very common in European countries. It allows for a

very little land per house unless the lots are very deep, 
but is desirable in many other ways. Each family has 
a direct entrance from the street without any common 
hallway and is not interfered with by other tenants 
overhead. The cost of heating the house is less owing 
to there being fewer outside walls. In a house two 
rooms deep each room has a proper amount of light 
and ventilation, and these houses have proved very 
successful wherever they have been used. 

A recent variation of this type of house is the three- 
room two-family terrace house with one family on 
each floor. These are generally in demand by married 
couples without children. 

The multiple dwelling or tenement house, housing 
from ten to fifty or more families, is undesirable from 
many points of view, and yet in crowded cities where 
land values are high is practically the only solution. 

Apartments of all sizes can be provided, the most 
common arrangements being three rooms (kitchen, 
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living-room and bedroom), or four rooms (kitchen, 
living-room and two bedrooms). Each apartment 
should have its own private toilet and its own wate1 
supply. 

Altho city laws do not in every case require it, 
multiple dwellings ought in every case to have fire 
proof stairways and fireproof cellars, and care should 
be taken to see that every room and also the halls and 
stairs are properly lighted. In English cities the stairs 
are often built outside the building and each apartment 
is approached from balconies. This is in many respects 
a good way of building, and has been copied here in a 
few New York City buildings. This type of plan 
eliminates the common hall and inside stairs, which 
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are frequently dark and difficult to keep clean and 
supervise. 

There is always some demand in a large manutac 
turing center for small apartment houses of two or 
three rooms with bath, etc., for married couples with 
out children. They are not so desirable as homes for 
the workingman, and yet there are some mechanics 
who prefer them just as so many well-to-do people 
in our cities are content with and prefer this class of 
dwelling. 

In rural districts many mills have built small board- 
ing houses large enough to take care of from eight to 
a dozen boarders. The advantages of a small boarding 
house are that one man and his wife can run them, 
and the mill has no further responsibility. The men 
also prefer this sort of lodging to big company houses. 
The big disadvantage is that it is difficult to exercise 
any supervision over this sort of boarding house, and

Choosing a Furnace 

furnaces should be purchased from a reliable dealer 
with a guarantee and installed by an experienced fur 
nace man in accordance with specifications made out by 
someone who understands thoroly the engineering 
questions involved. ‘The following are some points to 
be considered by the purchaser when selecting a 
furnace. 

Doors.—The doors should have solid hinges, a good 
catch and fit tightly, otherwise it will be almost im- 
possible to keep a fire burning slowly because the 
cracks will let in too much air. There should be a 
damper in the firing door and ash pit door. At the 
rear of the furnace there should be a direct draft 
damper or door, opening automatically or otherwise 
when the firing door is opened. This allows the gases 
to pass quickly and directly into the chimney and pre- 
vents smoke from issuing into the cellar when the fur- 
nace is being fired. Clean 
out doors should be pro- 
vided so that soot and 
ashes can be cleaned 
from the heating sur- 
faces conveniently. <A 
door into the warm air 
space is an excellent fea- 
ture because this allows 
dirt and dust to be swept 
or washed out from the 
warm air space. Few 
furnaces have this fea- 
ture. Some furnaces are 
provided with an annular 
space around the firepot 
and holes or slots leading 
from it to the combustion 
chamber. This provides 
air for burning the gas 
coming from the coal

and is a desirable feature when burning coal containing 
a large amount of gas, such as Illinois or lowa soft 
coal. Some means, however, ought to be provided for 
shutting off this air when the coal has burned down to 
coke. The door to shut off and admit this air is often 
called “the air blast door” or “hot blast door.” 
Firepot and Grates 

Some furnaces have a firebrick and some a cast 
iron firepot. Each has its advantages. A firebrick 
firepot may be broken in one place and easily mended. 
A cast iron firepot, if cracked, is more difficult to 
repair. To facilitate such repairs, well designed fur- 
naces with cast iron firepot have them made in sec- 
tions. A cast iron firepot transmits heat somewhat 
more rapidly than the firebrick and, on the other hand. 
does not retain its heat quite so long. Fireclay is also 
used in the firebox of some furnaces. It is objection- 
able because it breaks off and drops out when heavy 
coal is used. One of the 
chief things to look for 
is a deep firepot. A shal- 
low firepot will not be 
satisfactory in keeping a 
fire or in burning the 
coal clean. The kind of 
grates to be used de- 
pends on the kind of coal 
to be burned. As a rule, 
the rocking grates are 
most satisfactory, esp 
cially for soft coal. 

Radiators—The radi- 
ator or heating surface 
of a furnace is the metal 
surface on one side of 
which there is fire or 
hot gases and on the 
other the air to be heat- 
ed. In a good furnace 
there will be a large radi-

N most all of our writings on the possibilities of the 
steel square we have dwelt with it as a tool for 
the use of the carpenter in connection with the 

squaring of timbers, framing of roofs of all conceiv- 
able shapes and other tasks in his daily work. 


The point we wish to bring out now is that its use- 
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fulness does not stop with the carpenter alone; for in 
fact it is a wonderful calculating machine in a mone- 
tary way. Tho simple and even clumsy in appearance, 
its rigid arms are far reaching, so far that we do not 
know its limitations. 

Therefore it cannot be considered as a tool confined 
to any one branch of trade; we will show that the 
market man, the farmer, the banker, the “loan shark’”’

and in fact most everyone can use it where a calcula- 
tion is required, and that, too, without pen or pencil. 
To most people it would seem quite funny after making 
the day’s purchase at the market place to see the 
white-aproned artist behind the counter doing business 
on the square—that is, we mean, reckoning the cost 
of the purchase by the aid of the common steel square ; 
but such can be done, and you ask “how can it be 
done?” Well, we will show you. 

Like everything else that is worth while, it requires 
preparation—but when once prepared, the rest is easy. 
Without preparation, it is like going to war with a 
wooden gun—you could not do much execution with 
it, while the other fellow would beat you to it. 

However, the preparation in this case is very simple. 
Just lay off a line on a piece of common wrapping 
paper as at A-B, as shown in Fig. 1, and from about 
the middle of this line and at an angle to it, lay off 
another line as O-C, thus forming the angle B-O-C. 

This angle, in connection with the steel square, 
forms the calculating basis and is therefore governed 
by unity and its selling price, and is reckoned on the 
heel of the square, as shown by the insert in Fig. 1. 
One inch on one arm of the square is made to repre- 
sent unity, as one pound, one or a number of dollars, 
one acre, etc., while the other arm is made to repre- 
sent the price on a sliding scale, as cents, dimes or

It is general practice to allow 
the top bar of the sash to imbed directly in the con- 
crete. To do this, it is necessary to provide an open- 
ing in the concrete lintel for the flange of the sash 
bar, and this is done by nailing a strip of wood on the 
form about 4 inches from the outside edge. When 


the concrete is set and frame removed, a slot is left 
into which the top of the sash can be inserted. Then 
insert the top bar of the sash in the slot in the 
lintel and lift the sash until the bottom bar rests on the 
concrete sill upon which the sash is held in position 
by wooden wedges driven in at the top. 

About 14 inch of mortar has been placed just before 
the sash is set. After the sash is set brick up between 
the sash and the concrete columns in the usual manner.

New Double Duty Hand Saw 


It is generally conceded that the most important of the tools 
in a carpenter’s kit are his hand saws—one for cross-cutting, 
the other for ripping. These are absolute essentials for gen- 
eral work, practice having determined that each must be indi- 
vidually constructed, so far as the teeth are concerned, for 
the particular class of work it is to perform. 

While this applies to general carpentry work, in these days 
ot general work, concrete building operations, factories, 
bridges, etc., there is so much lumber used for forms and 
uprights, etc., that notwithstanding the employment of a port- 
able circular sawing outfit, considerable hand saw work 
is required. 

The work required of a hand saw on these operations is 
not so much for a smooth cut as for quick cutting, and may 
be styled “roughing out.” It involves cross-cutting, ripping

How to Do Work Right 

lo the Editor: Centralia, Ill. 


In the December issue of the 
\MERICAN BUILDER a reader asked 
for the quickest method of hanging 
a door \s I understand him, he 
wants to know the short cuts in 
fitting, hanging and putting on of 
the lock. This could be quickly 
answered, but as the work preceding 
this part of the job has a tendency of affecting the final 
results, it becomes necessary, in order to answer this question 
more fully, to go back to the beginning and consider the 
preliminaries. 

It may be surprising to some of the Bro. Chips to hear 
that there is such a thing, but this, nevertheless, is a fact. 

We will consider the hanging of an inside door. The pre- 
liminaries commence with the framing of the opening. Some 
carpenters allow only 2 inches width and height over the size 
of the door. This gives only small wedging room between the 
jamb and studding, but this is as it should not be. For this

reason: The ordinary door casing is 5!4 inches wide, and 
the nailing chance in the above instance, at its best, is only 
3 inches. This leaves 2'4 inches of the casing free to warp 
and draw away from the plaster, not saying anything about 
the ugly nail holes down the center of casing or the nailing 
of the end of the base to the lath. Another bad feature is 
that the plaster runs close up to the jamb and as it is gen- 
erally left a little full, the casing rides in the center and 
doesn’t lay up without splitting.

Only cheap “screws” and jack-leg carpenters do work that 
way. A better way is to allow 6 inches between the studding 
and then double out or nail short pieces of material on the 
face of the studding, so that the jamb can be wedged, top 
and bottom ends and center. This gives a 5-inch nailing 


| chance, which will hold the casing very rigid. On jobs where 


no false base is used it helps to improve the work to nail 
short blocks of about 8 or 10 inches long in the bottom corner 


| on the outside face of the door studding to nail the end of the 
| base to. 


Door studding should be selected before nailing the parti- 
tion together, so as to get enough of them that are straight 


| edgeways. 


Some builders set door jambs before plastering, but that 
is a poor way, as they generally get badly slopped up with 
plaster, which makes spots that are hard to get out. Others 
lath the job first and then run a lath around the openings for 
grounds, but that doesn’t make a first-class job, as the lath 
vary in thickness and are not always straight. 

A better way is to take narrow %-inch rippings and nail 
onto the studding around the opening close to the inside edge 
and let them lath and plaster up to that. 


Setting the Jambs 


This is an important part of the job and should be done 
by an experienced mechanic, instead of the “kid,” as is often 
the case. To be properly equipped for this work one should 
have a straight-edge, trued up, as long as can be used under 
the head jamb, with a plumb level (not a plumb bob) set 
into it. This can be easily handled with one hand and leaves 
the other free for nailing. 

Jambs should be gotten out about % inch wider than the 
thickness of the wall, with the edges slightly beveled back. 
The side jambs should be gained out % inch deep and the 
head nailed between them and not on top. The reason for 
this is that if nailed on top it will drive up when nailing on the 
stop, whereas the other way, the sides being wedged solid, 
can’t drive back. It is a good plan also to make the side 
jambs about % inch longer than the length of the door. This 
avoids the necessity of having to cut much off the bottom to 
give clearance over carpets. 

When starting to set jambs, first try the floor for level, and 
if one side is high, shorten the jamb for that side enough to 
bring the head jamb level. This will leave the door square at 
the top. Now try one side for plumb, and on the block that 
is shy, either top or bottom, nail a narrow 13-16-inch piece 
cross wedge. Trim the piece for the other block enough to 
bring it plumb. These pieces should not be over 2 inches 
wide and nailed on crossways of the studding and also close 
to top and bottom. Now set jamb in place and tack, being 
careful to keep edges in line with wall. Now wedge on center 
block to bring up to straight-edge. This wedging on the 
center block is very important for a good job, as it prevents 
driving the jambs back when gaining for the lock strike and 
the butts. Very often we run across doors that fit nicely at 
the top and bottom on the front edge and the center has so 
much space that the lock will hardly catch. This is caused 
from not having a center wedging between jamb and stud- 
ding, allowing the jamb to drive back when gaining in the 
strike. After the one side is straightened perfectly, have a 
floor board of the exact length to fit between the jambs 
under the head and about the same width of the jambs cut 
perfectly square on both ends, lay down on the floor between 
the jambs and wedge up tight to it. This makes your opening 
exactly the same at the bottom as at the top, and if the 
sides are straightened perfectly the fitting of the door is

easily and quickly accomplished, whereas, if this work is not 
properly done, it requires numerous trials and a rubber plane 
to get a fit. When casing up a door be sure and show a 5-16- 
inch margin on the jamb; otherwise there will not be room 
enough for the butts and it will be necessary to dig into the 
casing, which makes an ugly job. The top does not require 
so much margin, and 3-16 inch is plenty. 


Fitting and Hanging the Door 


When there are a number of doors to be hung it pays to 
make a door holder that is portable and that can be set most 
any place. It consists of 1 or 2 by 4 in. about 7 ft. long for 
a bottom piece, with an end upright about 1% inch or 1 inch 
shorter than width of door, so as not to project. The top 
end of this upright piece should be only a fraction wider than 
the door is thick, then by nailing a brace on each side close to 
top and slanting down to bottom piece, it forms a clamp to 
hold door rigid and keeps it from wobbling, which is necessary 
to make a straight, true edge. Now nail a cross brace across 
the front end, letting it stick out on the working or left-hand 
side only about 8 inches, so as not to be in the way, and let it 
project below the lower edge of the bottom piece 3¢ inch or 
14 inch so it won’t rock on floor. Runa brace from top of end 
upright down to cross brace, and then we are ready for busi- 
ness. If it is necessary to clamp a piece between the jambs 
for a holder cut it short enough to slip a piece of thin board 
on each side between the end and jamb. This prevents 
marring the jamb. 

When starting to fit the door, if there is no special differ- 
ence in the side, sight the edges and select the crowned (not 
the hollow side) for face side to work from, and mark it, so 
it won’t be necessary to always sight it while handling. If 
the hollow side were taken as the face, the top and bottom 
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corners would stick out over the jamb when flush at the 
lock, whereas this other way the stop can be set straight and 
the door can be pulled straight and the lock will hold it so. 

After the face side is determined, lay the door down on a 
pair of trestles and trim the projecting side styles, called 
lugs, in line with the ends of the door. Now with two short 
sticks, long enough to lap, get the distance between the jambs, 
less 1@ inch for space, and mark the door, top and bottom end, 
dividing the margin, if any, equally on both sides, and dress 
down to these marks, keeping the edge perfectly straight. A 
jackplane may be used to knock off the rough, but the finish 
should be made with either a fore or joiner. 

Now try for fit, sides and top. The sides should show a 
strong 14-inch space all the way on the front edge when the 
back is up tight. Dress top to fit. Be sure the side shows the 
same amount of space the full length. If it has a %-inch 
room in some places and bumps in other places, it might as 
well bump all along., After having the proper amount of 
space, bevel the edges, the back and top slightly, a scant 1/16 
inch, but the front should have a strong 1/16 inch on 134-inch 
doors and 134-inch doors should have a strong %-inch bevel. 

If the door is left square, it is apt to bind on the back edge 
and the front. Even if trimmed barely enough so the outside 
edge will clear the jamb the door will show considerable space 
when shut and the least swelling will cause it to strike and 
stick, whereas if beveled, it will clear nicely, even when 
swelled considerably. 

Before trying the door for fit, it is well to tack either a nail 
or a small block on each jamb the thickness of the door back 
from the edge and a little above the middle, or some put on 
two on each side close to top und bottom. This prevents 
the door from falling thru the opening when fitting and holds 
it flush with edge of jamb.

After the sides and top are fitted (the bottom end is left 
until later), we are ready to fit the butts. The proper dis- 
tance for door butts to set from the ends has never been 
definitely determined, but experience proves that is is a good 
plan not to set the hinge down too far from the top on account 
of the down pull. The bottom one can be set up higher, and 
looks enters into this part of the job. When base blocks are 
used it will help the appearance to set the bottom edge of 
the hinge even with the top of the base block. We have 
adopted the rule of 7 and 11, top and bottom, unless three 
butts are used; then we shorten up a little on both and divide 
the distance between for the third one. 

To discuss the style of butts to use isn’t really the intention 
of this article, as they are generally furnished or selected by 
the owner, but as it makes some little difference in the work, 
I might give it a mention. The half-surface butt in various 
styles is being used quite extensively, especially so on the 
cheaper class of buildings, and they serve the purpose admir- 
ably, as it takes a little less work to put them on, for all there 
is to do is to gain in the jamb leaf flush and the proper depth 
to bring the door even with the jamb, and put in the screws. 
Now set the door properly in place, fasten the surface plate 
with screws and let her go. To the beginner, tho, I would 
say, fasten the surface plate with one screw first only, then 
try the door and swing it. You will invariably find that you 
will have to do some drawing with the other screws, as there 
is a certain amount of lost motion that has to be taken care 
of and adjusted. 

When it comes down to real looks, fine taste and good 
work, nothing will compare with the regular full butt, with 
both ball tips threaded in and screw slitted. The shoulder on 
the ball tip of the pin being threaded prevents the pins from 
working up, caused from opening and closing of the door. 
If necessary, the lower ball can be unscrewed and the pin 
driven up from below if it works hard. 

In fitting the regular butts I gain the leaf into the door 
first. I let it in a little below flush on the face side of door 
and flush on the back edge of hinge. This overcomes the 
bevel on the door and makes it fit up close to the jamb. This 
should be done, as doors nearly always shrink some in time. 
Then, by packing the butt a little, it is brought forward and 
the space divided. After the leaf in the door has been fitted 
and screwed in I set the door in place, allowing a scant 1-16- 
inch space at the top, and mark the jambs, marking on the 
top end of each hinge, with a sharp knife. Work from this 
mark and gain the jamb leaf in flush. Fasten with one screw 
only. Put the door on and try. If it needs adjusting it is 
less work when only one screw has been put in than when 
all three or four are in. The back edge should have just 
enough space so it won’t bind, that is all, for the reason above 
given. 

When the door swings scribe the bottom to the floor, giving 
% inch or a little more, so it will clear the carpet or rugs 
nicely. 

Now fit the lock, placing the knob as near as possible 3 feet 
from the floor. Doors having a regular lock rail adjust them- 
selves. On the cross-panel style the escution should be 
placed in the center of either cross rail or panel. whichever 
comes nearest to the regular height. When marking for the 
strike plate be sure to divide the surplus space in the holes 
above and below the bolts; otherwise, if there is the least set- 
tlement one way or the other, the lock will not catch. 

On all good work the escution plates are left off until the 
painter has finished. This prevents them from becoming 
soiled and also, if it ever becomes necessary to set the 
plates over, it will not show a white streak.

After the lock is finished nail the stops in. If the jambs 
are not rabbited it should be nailed in to fit the door with a 
1-32-inch space all around, unless the door is in a twist or 
bowed considerably. In that event the stop should be set so it 
will bring the door up in proper shape, as near as possible 
without too much strain. 

Enough nails of about 1% inch brad size should be put in 
to make the stop lay up tight to the jambs. The brads should 
be set so they can be puttied. Don’t use lath or a big-headed 
nail. It makes the work look cheap. 

A well-hung door is a job to be proud of; a poor job an

Size of Pipe and Strength of Nails 


To the Editor: Pittston, Pa. 

As a subscriber to your valuable paper, the AMERICAN 
BuiLper, I come to you to answer any inquiry. On a job 
of houses where I am working, there are six houses on the 
street, and we have for a pipe line only one 34-inch pipe to 
furnish water for the six houses. Now, what I want to find 
out is what size pipe will it take to furnish water for all 
six houses to equal a ™%-inch service pipe for each of the 
six houses? 

Now, I have figured it this way. To double a pipe will 
equal four times the volume, so if we double a 14-inch pipe, 
that would be a 1-inch pipe equal to four ™%-inch pipes, or 
four houses. Now, the other two houses would equal one-half 
of 1 inch, or % inch, so at that rate it would take a 14-inch 
pipe to furnish a '4-inch service to six houses. Am I right 
or not?

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Lightning Rods Prevents Fires 
By R. S. Whiting 

W HEN I build a house or a barn I am going to 

put lightning rods on them. I have just com- 
pleted a compilation of the annual property loss in the 
United States, due to lightning, which figures up 
approximately $8,000,000 chiefly in the rural districts, 
in addition to which an average of 1,500 persons are 
struck by lightning, one-third of whom are killed and 
many others permanently injured. 

Since Benjamin Frayklin discovered the identity 
between electricity and lightning, and conceived the 
idea of the lightning rod thru which to conduct light- 
ning to the ground without causing damage to build- 
ings over which the discharge was directed, there have 
been many discouraging incidents obstructing the pro- 
motion of this valuable and necessary device. Apathy 
on the part of many, in the earlier days, towards the 
use of the lightning rods was largely due to the be- 
lief of some that lightning was a Divine instrument 
sent for the punishment of sinners, and for this reason 
their use on churches was slow to be recognized until 
later, when they were admitted to be a necessary part 
of construction as a means of protection against fire. 

As a result of the operations of numerous fraudu- 
lent promoters thruout the country who engaged in 
unfair practices as well as introducing rodding equip- 
ment unfit for service, considerable prejudice was 
aroused which might have been avoided had the equip- 
ment been properly installed. During recent years the 
practicability and usefulness of the lightning rod has 
been so often demonstrated by honest dealers that it 
is now generally recognized as not only useful in secur- 
ing low insurance, but also necessary in protecting 
buildings, especially those which are exposed or iso- 
lated. 

Such evidence as is available, taking the general run 
of lightning rods, indicates that they reduce the fire 
hazard from lightning by 80 to 90 per cent in the case 
of houses and by 99 per cent in the case of barns. If 
an equal and large number of unprotected barns and 
houses were struck, about four times as many barns 
as houses would be set on fire. Experience has shown 
that rods of almost any kind, whether defective or 
not, give a greater or less degree of protection, but to 
obtain the maximum degree of protection standard 
equipment should be used. Besides, even tho rods of 
almost any kind give some protection, it is very unwise 
to permit a defective rod to continue without repairs 
or alterations. 

Structures that have proved themselves especially 
liable to fire by lightning are: Farm barns, ice houses, 
churches, elevators and oil tanks. Houses are also 
struck with as great frequency as other objects, but 
are not as liable to fire as barns and other buildings 
containing inflammable materials in large quantities. 
Other ravorite targets for lightning are power-plant 
chimneys, water towers and flag poles.

A box about 20 inches by 30 inches, and 12 inches deep, will 
do tor the box itself. In one of the sides, which will be the 
front, put a pane of glass about 8 inches by 14 inches. Then,

To Remove Heavy Rack From Wagon 

There is no need of straining and lifting and tugging every

A simple device to do this work is shown (page 142). Four 
stout posts, high enough to allow the wagon’s passing under, 
form the corners of a frame for the rack.

This makes a seam that will never rust thru or leak. The 
seams are the strongest and best part of the tank. 

At one end in the bottom of the galvanized treugh is 
soldered a %-inch lock nut for small troughs, or an inch 
size for the larger troughs. In this lock nut a pipe plug is 
screwed trom the bottom. This leaves an opening for a 
clean-out. 

Every watering trough is supposed to be scrubbed with a 
broom or some kind of brush once a week in warm weather 
and rinsed afterwards to keep it perfectly clean. The health 
of live stock depends upon pure, clean water and goed. clean 
wholesome provender. - 

Troughs more than 8 feet in length should have six legs, 
having one pair in the center.

In making a frame for a galvanized trough, there is little 
more labor and expense in making it solid.

Two 
rods at each end, and one or two rods thru the middle legs 
to hold them from spreading are needed in the larger sizes. 

Such watering troughs are carried in stock and made to 
order by local lumber dealers and machinery supply men in 
different parts of the country.

| apart, so that their combined strength is enormous. Each 
| roofing board is thoroly nailed to the rafters at each crossing, 
| so that the rafters and roofing boards support each other. 


When shingles are used for roofing, and so lap that each 
nail catches at least two shingles and a roofing board, then the 
shingles themselves form diagonal braces. 

The upper part of a gambrel roof carries less water than 
the lower part. For this reason the pitch of the upper roof 
being less is correct in form. The lower pitch being very 
much steeper is capable of unloading the amount of water 


| collected by both roofs. In the northern sections of the 


United States where the snow fall is sometimes heavy enough 
to be dangerous to roofs, the lower part of the curb or gambrel 
roof is steep enough to slide the snow off at the eaves, and at 
the same time the upper portion is so exposed to the wind 
that it seldom carries any considerable weight of snow. 


Gambrel roofs are so shaped as to give a large amount of 
mow room in proportion to the size of the building. Also 
such roofs provide free passage lengthwise for the horse 
hay fork to travel from one end of the barn to the other. 
For the same reason at thrashing time the blower will dis- 
tribute the straw and chaff into one end of the mow without 
the aid of hand labor. 

Straight gable end roofs are still used, but to make them 
thoroly practical in the North, the pitch should be quite steep.

Silo Roofs 


A good silo deserves a good roof. Silos are roofed: 
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first, to preserve the silage; second, to preserve the 
silo. But the third requirement—a silo roof for looks 
—always comes in for its share of attention. 

There are many new inventions in silo roofs, some 
of which open out from the center at the time of filling 
and leave the whole top of the silo open. Others are 
made in segments, each segment fitting between two 
rafters. One of these segments is hinged to be opened 
at silo filling time. Other silo roofs are made solid 
with rafters and sheathing boards covered with shingles 
or other roofing. Such roofs generally have a scuttle 
in one side with a trap door that may be removed at 
filling time. Some means of fastening the door after 
the silo is filled is necessary, otherwise it will blow 
open or blow off. 

Some silo roofs are made with cornice projections 
finished in massive designs. It depends a good deal 
on the size of the silo and the material used. A heavy 
concrete or block silo seems to demand a heavier look- 
ing roof than a lighter silo made of wood. 

Good looks has a value in the finish of any farm 
building. On general principles the higher and larger 
the silo the wider the roof projection should be. 

The pitch of a silo roof should not be very steep. 
The distance from the peak to the eaves is so short 
that a steep roof is not necessary. 

Generally speaking, a round roof looks better on a 
round silo. It is more in keeping with the general 
character of the building.

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Prof. Talbot Elected President 
of Am. Soc. C. E. 


Protessor A. N. Talbot of the University of Illinois was 
elected, Jan. 16, to the presidency of the American Society 
of Civil Engineers. This is the oldest and most in iuential 
of the four national engineering societies. It has a member- 
ship of 8,225, an annual budget of $150,000 and assets of 
$600,000. It was organized in 1852. It maintains national 
headquarters in the United Engineering Building, Thirty-ninth 
Street, New York. 

Eligibility to membership to the American Society of Civil 
Engineers is based upon professional accomplishments and 
the standard is unusually high. Professor Talbot’s election to 
the presidency is an exceptional honor for men in academic 
life. In the history of the society only two other college 
men have been president, these being Professor Swain of 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology and Professor Marks 
of Leland Stanford. +:

He organized the Pacific Steel & Wire Company, and, with 
his associates, organized the Great Western Power Company. 
Immediately after the exposition closed, Mr. Brown went to 
New York to become president of the Ransome Concrete 
Machinery Company. 

Mr. Brown was born in Kenosha, Wis., March 4, 1859

Vitrified Sewer Pipe and the War 


American vitrified sewer pipe is being shipped to France. 
according to information that reaches the office of the Sewer 
Pipe Manufacturers’ Association. These shipments are de- 
signed for the construction of cantonments in France, sim- 
ilar to the American cantonments built last year in this 
country.

tion, it has shown a praiseworthy resolution to avoid the 
most typical errors of the Spanish war mobilization and of 
the opening period of the Civil War. Both of these events 
were marked by extremely heavy mortality from typhoid 
fever and intestinal diseases that result from improper dis- 
posal of human wastes. 

In contrast with this record, the cantonments of 1917 in 
America and 1918 on foreign soil have sanitary equipment 
as complete as the most modern city. Uncle Sam may take 
a chance with the Germans, but not with the germs. The 
typical cantonment has from 25 to 35 miles of sewer pipe, 
varying in capacity from 6 to 30 inches and other sanitary 
equipment to match. 

The amount of building material that is being exported 
from America to France for the construction of canton- 
ments speaks eloquently of the prostration of French build- 
ing industries. How soon France will be able to take care of 
her own rebuilding problem, after the war, and the pos- 
sibility of a prosperous over-seas trade in such things as 
sewer pipe is one of the prospective compensations for the 
inconvenience that home building industries are suffering 
during the war period.

paigns, is that of the housing of the working classes. 
This subject is now being taken in hand by a depart- 
mental committee appointed by the government. It 
is admitted by the board that 500,000 houses are now 
urgently wanted, but other authorities, estimate that 
not less than 1,000,000 houses are necessary, costing 
$1,216,625,000. 

“On the question of finance, government aid has 
been promised. In the meantime a grant of $97,330,- 
000 has been asked for by some housing organizations. 
The government in November, 1914, decided in favor 
of a free grant from the exchequer, as well as loans, 
to permit of local councils charging customary inter- 
est without incurring loss; and while that policy is 
still in force it has, so far, only affected certain muni- 
tion areas. 

“It is recognized that overcrowding has been one 
of the causes of industrial unrest, especially in dis- 
tricts where war work is particularly heavy; and that 
bad housing has led to high infantile mortality, notably 
in the northern industrial centers. In three Scottish 
districts there is immediate urgent need for accomo- 
dation for 100,000 workers. 

“Since 1906 there has been a decrease in the build- 
ing of houses for the working classes. With the out- 
break of war practically a complete cessation of small 
house building set in, except in munition areas.

A bathroom in a farm home is a great luxury. Boys

one nowadays, who values his health, sleeps in an airy 
room. 

Warm air rises and as it rises it forces the cooler 
air towards the floor. When the heated air hits the 
ceiling it does not stop, but continues to wherever it 
can find air colder than itself. It continues its pursuit 
of its chilly brother until it, itself, becomes cold, or 
rather less warm, and then it starts to descend. 

This continuous stream of heated air eventually 
drives out the colder air and heats the room. That’s 
one room. 

“How,” the prober continued, seeking defects in the 
system, “can this furnace heat any part of the house 
except the room that contains the register?” 

Now what follows is the scientific basis upon which 
is founded the success of the pipeless furnace. 

The pipes which carry the heated air from the ordi- 
nary type of furnace to the rooms above are usually 
10 inches in diameter. The area of a 10-inch pipe is 
one-half a square foot. One of these pipes leads to 
each room that is to be heated. Thus, all the heat 
that can be introduced into a single room thru a pipe 
of this character must come thru this small opening. 

In contrast, the area of a doorway in an ordinary 


| home is 17 square feet, and thirty-five times as much 
| as a pipe opening. A double door is twice as large 
_ and if there happens to be colonnades, or no doors, 


there is just that much more area for the induction 


| of heat. Thus instead of carrying the heat into a room 
| thru a small pipe you carry it in thru the door open- 
ings. Or, rather, you don’t carry it in, but it goes 


in whether you want it to or not. 

In the house taken as an example—six rooms, one 
story and a half—40 per cent of its area is basement, 
40 per cent on the first floor and 20 per cent on the 
second. These proportions, of course, differ in differ- 
ent types of buildings. The percentages in individual 
cases are easy to figure. But taking the one men- 
tioned, by eliminating pipes in the basement, 40 per 
cent of the heat produced is saved, with a consequent 
saving of 40 per cent in fuel to obtain the same degree 
of heat where heat is needed. 

There is another advantage, too, which will appeal 
to those living in small towns or in farm homes. The 
basement, or cellar, is the family cold storage ware- 
house. In it is stored the things which to be preserved 
during the winter must be kept cold. 

Water pans in the furnaces are so arranged that the 
air returning to be heated passes over the water. As 
this water is heated to different degrees, depending 
upon the intensity of the fire it is constantly vapor- 
izing. This vapor purifies the returning air, taking 
from it particles of dust and killing the germs. It also 
provides the humidity necessary in a properly heated 
house. Manufacturers have found upon investigating

ownership. It lies with you whether the money these 
save now goes into useless luxuries or toward home 
ownership, which will safeguard national prosperity. 
There is no good word to say for renting. A nation 
or city dominated by landlords goes down hill, and it 
is undoubtedly true that the tendency in cities is toward 
renting rather than ownership. But no chronic renter 
ever becomes a power in his community. In farming 
districts tenant farms are as different from those 
worked by owners as night is from day. The rented 
section of any city sooner or later assumes a second- 
hand aspect. Deterioration sets in; the property finally) 
reaches a point where it no longer produces revenue. 
The buildings are boarded up and remain unused, and 
finally are removed to make way for cheap business 
buildings, which may even alter an entire section of 
a city for the worse, and which, under other circum- 
stances, could just as well be made to occupy property 
less favorably situated for dwelling purposes. In this 
way well-constructed, useful and valuable buildings 
are often destroyed and are replaced by structures 
which further damage the neighborhood for residence 
purposes. This constitutes a serious economic loss 
to the community. In these days of conservation we 
must realize that we are neglecting an important duty 
to our country if we fail in measures to stop this 
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process of destruction. 

A rented house is never kept up to the pink of condi- 
tion by a landlord, and the tenant usually shows no 
ambition in that respect. Additions, improvements, 
repairs, cleaning up, painting, fixing up, individual 
enthusiasm, are always below the desired point. All 
these things, translated into dollars and cents, have an 
influence on the welfare and prosperity of a com- 
munity. They form a few of the reasons why every 
progressive business man and progressive citizen 
should support the National “Own Your Home” move- 
ment by seeing that it receives local expression in his 
town or City. 


No Time Like the Present 


For reasons stated before, and also because lots and 
building material will never be as cheap again, now is 
the time to encourage the “Own Your Home” move- 
ment. After-the-war reconstruction will divert build- 
ing material elsewhere, making it more scarce and 
higher in price. Now, then, is the time to build. 
Furthermore, should a man of family elect to go to 
war, owning his home would leave his family cared 
for.

they may be misused or overcrowded. This far out- 
weighs its advantages. 

The old style of mill boarding house or hotel taking 
in a large number of employes has gone somewhat into 
disfavor. Under proper regulations this is a much 
better method of housing than in boarding houses or 
by allowing the families to take lodgers, but it is diffi- 
cult to popularize it among the men. It will generally 
be found that the single worker prefers to lodge with 
a private family if he can possibly do so, but if this is 
impossible or if he is prevented by the owner and can 
be induced to take up his quarters in a large boarding 
house, he can be very comfortably housed at a very 
moderate cost. One that we have recently built takes 
care of sixty men at a charge of $1.50 per man per 
week. This building has a large dining room and

rooms, large enough to accommodate two persons each 
for the other children. All families, of course, are 
not of the same size, and some larger and smaller 
houses will be needed; but as a rule it will be found 
that the larger demand is for the four-room, five-room 
and six-room houses. 


It seems to be a matter of habit in many quarters 
to build nothing but six-room houses ; this is a manifest 
hardship to those who do not need so many rooms. If 
a man cannot afford to rent a six-room house and does 
not need the accommodations and yet finds that the 
six-room house is the only accommodation he can gain, 
he has to take in lodgers to help pay the rent. From 
the social standpoint the lodger is generally considered 
to be a menace and an unmixed evil. We have found 
that where we built four-room houses these were often 
taken up first of all by the employes. 


Where houses are built to sell, however, there is not 
so much demand for the smaller houses and the six- 
room house is as a rule the smallest house that one can 
count upon selling without difficulty. 


The size of the bedroom should be sufficient to give 
at least 400 cubic feet of air space per inmate. All 
bedrooms should open on to a hall and not into each 
other or into a living room. 


Next, there must be provided at least one living 
room (having an area of not less than 135 square feet), 
for working, eating, washing and general use. There 
is much controversy on the subject of separate dining 
rooms and separate parlors, which add much to the 
attractiveness of the house but also to its expense, and 
it is not always possible to provide them for the un- 
skilled laborer.

found that where three living rooms are provided, 
two of them are invariably used as bedrooms for the 
lodgers. It is the habit of most foreigners and indeed 
Americans, to live in their kitchens, and this 
room should be large and well lighted and ventilated.

case. In investigating the contents of laborers’ cellars 


the writer has never found large supplies of food or 
fuel. The laborer is too poor to buy more than two or 
three hundred pounds of coal at a time, and never 
lays in stocks of food in advance; instead of this we 
usually find in his cellar a miscellaneous assortment of 
most insanitary rubbish and junk, which is not only 
undesirable but constitutes a serious fire menace. 
Statistics show that over 80 per cent of dwelling house 
fires start in the cellar in such rubbish piles. 

The argument that it costs no more is nearly true 
where sand and gravel soils are encountered, but in 
clay or other hard digging the extra cost of digging 
the cellar mounts up considerably. Cellars are not 
needed for furnaces where the tenant cannot afford the 
fuel for them but derives his heat from his kitchen 
stove. 

Where the cellar is omitted a space should be left 
under the floor, ventilated by gratings in the outside 
walls which can be closed in cold weather. 

In houses of this class the tenant usually furnishes 
his own stove, and as his stove has no hot water front, 
a system of hot water piping is of no use to him. 
Some owners prefer to install the stove with water 
front and hot water piping in spite of the increased 
cost of the house, but all these things help to put up 


the cost and the resultant rent to a figure higher than 
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the tenant can afford. lor the same reasons wash 
bowls in the bathroom, and laundry tubs, tho useful, 
are not necessities. There should, however, be an 
enameled iron sink in the kitchen, and a bath tub 
should be provided even if the tenant has not learned 
how to use it. There should be a proper supply of 
running water, pure and fit for drinking, and a water 
closet connected with the sewer, and a cast-iron enam- 
eled bath.

ating surface and the gases will not pass directly out 
to the smoke pipe. A good draft is necessary to carry 
the heated gases thru a furnace with a large radiating 
surface. The radiator may be of steel or cast iron. 
Steel being riveted is tight against gas and has no 
cement joints. On the other hand, steel will corrode 
rapidly if dust, soot and ashes are allowed to accumu- 
late on the surface and the air is damp. Steel furnaces 
with good care will last for years. Cast iron radiators 
corrode less rapidly, but have joints which may pos- 
sibly leak gas. On account of their rough surface 
they are probably more effective in giving off heat than 
the steel radiators. The choice is largely a matter of 
personal opinion.

The size of a furnace is designated by the diameter 
of its grate. Its rating as given by the manufacturer 
is usually the number of cubic feet which it will heat 
to 70 degrees when the outdoor temperature is zero. 
This method of rating is unsatisfactory, as it does not 
take into account the construction, wall exposure, and 
glass surface of the building. A more satisfactory 
method, already adopted by some manufacturers, is to 
state the capacity of the furnace as the number of 
square inches of heating pipe area it will supply. One 
rule sometimes given is to allow one square foot of 
grate for every 5,000 cubic feet of contents of the 
building. Furnaces installed on this basis would 
usually be too small if soft coal were used as fuel.

A satisfactory warm air system should be carefully 
designed by a competent engineer, architect or furnace 
man.
